of Dr. David C. Davies of North Pas­ 
adena, Cal., to give his life in ex­ 
change for a few delirious years of 
morphine happiness. 
Following in 
the footsteps of his two older broth­ 
ers, he grappled with the drug tin*:, 
and was vanquished as were they. 
His mind destroyed by tho mor­ 
phine, Davies in a last half hour of 
crazed misery left a note heaping 
abuse upon his wife, a prominent so­ 
ciety woman of Minneapolis, a n j for­ 
merly Miss Eva Pomerleau, accusing 
the woman whom he loved madly of 
things which in his rational memento 
he would have been the first to de­ 
ny. 
Married to her nine years ago. he 
had loved her madly since, but even 
his love for her was unable to keep 
him away from morphine, and his 
conduct became such that she was 
forced to leave him. 
Long, Horrible Night mare 
At the time of his marriage Da­ 
vies was socially prominent in Min­ 
neapolis. and connected 
with 
th* 
Johnson & Johnson drug firm was in 
a way toward making a good deal 
out of himself. Then came the crav­ 
ing for drugs, the weakening and the 
fall. From then until the end, which 
came Sunday it has been a long hor­ 
rible nightmare. 
A remarkable feature of Davies' 
death is the fact that his two elder 
brothers, Dr. George 
Davies 
and 
Lemuel Davies, a prominent lawyer 
of Columbus. Wig., both underwent a 
siege of delirious torture with drugs 
and liquor, and both sought reliff by 
committing suicide. George chose a 
pistol. I^mucl poison. 
A pathetic part of this story of de­ 
struction and death is that a few' 
years ago the three 
broth* rs were 
fighting together against the drink 
and drug habit, and the two elder 
brothers were In the habit of coming 
to St. Paul to aid Robert battle with 
the foe. which was sapping his life. 
But one by one they fell beneath the 
grinding hand of the opium god. and 
with the death of Robert Sunday the 
final chapter in this book of sorrow 
was written. 
fp 
Nurses Wife Through Hlness 
During his terrific struggle with 
the habit, which 
finally 
mastered 
him, Davies showed in his rational 
moments a strong affection for his 
wife, and at one time during a ser­ 
ious illness was her faithful nurse. 
But he couldn't 
keep 
away from 
drink and then came the morphine. 
Mrs. Davies, who yesterday identi­ 
fied the body lying at the Nagle un­ 
dertaking rooms as that of her hus­ 
band, will not abandon the lifeless 
form, even in the face of the terrible 
letter In which her husband attack­ 
ed her as few men have ever at­ 
tacked their wives. Davies’ father has
